Radio Teste Show Collins 
May Still Be Rescued 
Alive. 


Cave City, Ky., Veb. IO.— 
Under executive order of Gov­ 
ernor William J. Fields, public; 
sessions of the military court j 
opened here today to inquire into j 
the circumstances surrounding | 
the attempted rescue of Floyd 
Collins from Sand Cave where1 
he has been imprisoned since Fri­ 
day, January 30. 
This is a 
morale-building 
move. 
Since rumors first began to circulate 
freely as to incidents occurring dur­ 
ing the early days of the finding of 
Floyd’s entombment, it has become 
apparent that some action to allay 
the suspicions of the public aa to the 
facts in the case was essential. It was 
this point in view that the military 
tribunal, which might sit in secret 
sessions as a grand jury does, obtain­ 
ed permission to make its ipvestiga- 
tions a public hearing. 
Meantime hope that the shaft, the 
last resort, would reach Collins before 
his death, was visibly shaken today 
when efforts to find another entryway 
into the- passage where he lies in a 
rock-shroud, became frenzied in their 
intensity. 
The shaft has been sunk 
about 35 feet with approximately as 
much still to be excavated. 
W orkers 
were discouraged with the maddening 
slowness. Radio tests were taken re­ 
currently, as much as to encourage 
those laboring as to determine wheth­ 
er Collins is still living. 
These tests, accordihg to experts 
and physicians, indicated that despite 
long imprisonment Collins may yet be 
rescued alive. 
Work on the shaft was pressed with 
all possible speed, however, but the 
cry of those in the pit is “We want 
Floyd Collins, alive!’* 
Hence, each new fissure unearthed, 
raises the hopes of the diggers. And, 
as each proves to be only a crack of 
a fault, the despondency deepens. In 
the m ilitary tribunal, all witnesses 
save one—and that one singled out 
by hearsay and circumstances as the 
person most vitally concerned—were 
called to tell of their entry into the 
cave. 
Several, among them Lieuten­ 
ant Robert Burden of the Louisville 
fire department, William Burke Miller, 
newspaper reporter, and Homer Col­ 
lies, Floyd’S brother, were to tell of 
their conversations with Floyd and 
the conditions of the narrow passage 
way during their various trips. 
But John Geralds, the man who as­ 
sumed control of the rescue work b<?- 
cause of his asserted friendship with 
the entombed man, will not be staked 
to come before the court and give his 
version *of the entire affair. 
And 
neither will he have an opportunity to 
reply 
to 
the 
various 
accusations 
against him. 
The reason for this, it was said, 
was because Geralds would be the 
principal witness and the most im­ 
portant factor in the clearing of the 
air of insinuations that Collins was a 
victim not only of nature’s wrath, but 
of man’s greed as well, was suggested 
in the statem ent of Lieut. Gov. H. H. 
Denhardt that no person is "called 
before a court to testify against him­ 
self.”

HEART 


Heart disease has supplanted tuberculosis as the greatest 
man-killer, according to Dr. Robert H. Halsey, New York. 
The statement was made in a paper presented to the Ameri­ 
can Association for the Advancement of Science in Washington, 
D. C., and must be given a full measure of credence. 
His figures show that heart disease claimed 170,033 lives in 
1923 as compared with ion,680 deaths caused by pneumonia and 
90,732 caused by tuberculosis in the same period. Comparing pres­ 
ent and past rates, the increase in the mortality of heart disease 
has greatly decreased life expectancy. 
Tile chief point of alarm in the statement is that heart dis­ 
ease usually results from a contributory disease which raises other 
diseases prominently in the mortality records. 
“Safety First” 
campaigns designed to lessen traffic hazards might be directed to 
private health with just as great results.

Radio Teste Show Collins 
May Still Be Rescued 
Alive. 


Cave City, Ky., Veb. 
IO.— 
Under executive order of Gov­ 
ernor William J. Fields, public 
sessions of the military court 
opened here today to inquire into 
the circumstances surrounding 
the attempted rescue of Floyd 
Collins from Sand Cave where 
he has been imprisoned since Fri­ 
day, January 30. 
This 
is 
a 
m orale-building 
move. 
Since rum ors first besan to circulate 
freely as to incidents occurring dur­ 
ing the early days of the finding of 
Floyd’s entom bm ent, it has become 
apparent th at some action to allay 
the suspicions of the public as to the 
facts In the case was essential. It was 
this point in view th a t th e m ilitary 
tribunal, which m ight sit in secret 
sessions as a grand jury does, obtain­ 
ed perm ission to m ake its investiga­ 
tions a public hearing. 
M eantim e hope th at the shaft, the 
last resort, would reach Collins before 
his death, was visibly shaken today 
when efforts to find another entryw ay 
into the- passage w here he lies in a 
roek-shroud, became frenzied in their 
intensity. 
The Rhaft has been sunk 
about 35 feet, with approxim ately as 
much still to be excavated. 
W orkers 
w ere discouraged with the m addening 
slowness. 
Radio tests w ere taken re­ 
currently, as much as to encourage 
those laboring as to determ ine w heth­ 
er Collins is still living. 
T hese tests, according to experts 
and physicians, indicated th a t despite 
long im prisonm ent Collins m ay yet he 
rescued alive. 
5 W ork on the shaft was pressed with 
all possible speed, however, but the 
cry of those in the pit is "W e want 
Floyd Collins, alive!” 
Hence, each new fissure unearthed, 
raises the hopes of the diggers. And, 
as each proves to be only a crack of 
a fault, the despondency deepens. In 
the m ilitary tribunal, all w itnesses 
save one- and that one singled out 
by hearsay and circum stances as the 
person most vitally concerned—were 
called to tell of their entry into the 
cave. 
Several, am ong them L ieuten­ 
an t R obert Burden of the Louisville 
fire departm ent, W illiam B urke Miller, 
new spaper reporter, and H om er Col- 
Uip, Floyd’! brother, w ere to tell of 
their conversations with Floyd and 
the conditions of the narrow passage 
way during their various trips. 
But John Geralds, the man who as­ 
sumed control of the rescue wrork be­ 
cause of his asserted friendship with 
the entom bed m an, will not be tfsked 
to com e before the court and give his 
version tof the entire affair. 
And 
neither will he have an opportunity to 
reply 
to 
the

againat him. 
T he reason for this, It was said, 
was because (heralds would be the 
principal w itness and the most im ­ 
portant factor in the clearing of the 
air of insinuations th at Collins was a 
victim not only of n atu re’s w rath, but 
of m an’s greed aa well, was suggested 
in th* statem ent of Lieut.

HEART 


Heart disease has supplanted tuberculosis as the greatest 
man-killer, according to Dr. Robert H. Halsey, New York. 
The statement was made in a paper presented to the Ameri­ 
can Association for the Advancement of Science in Washington, 
I). C., and must be given a full measure of credence. 
His figures show that heart disease claimed 170,033 lives in 
1923 as compared with 10.r>,680 deaths caused by pneumonia and 
90,732 caused by tuberculosis in the same period. Comparing pres­ 
ent and past rates, the increase in the mortality of heart disease 
Las greatly decreased life expectancy. 
The chief point of alarm in the statement is that heart dis­ 
case usually results from a contributory disease which raises other 
diseases prominently in the mortality records. 
“Safety First” 
campaigns designed to lessen traffic hazards might be directed to 
private health with just as great results.
